HARD LIQUOR SALES LEGAL 
IN UTAH AFTER 18 YEARS 


Ends 16-Hour Session 
at 1 A. M. 

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, March 
18.— Sale of hard liquor in Utah 
was legalized early today by the 
Utah Legislature almost 18 years 
after the State went bone dry. 

Shortly after 1 A. M. the House, 
in session since 9 a. m. yesterday, 
passed the liquor control measure 
by a vote of 40 to 10, and the Sen- 
ate concurred a few minutes later, 
16 to 0. 

The bill provides for sale in bot- 
tles exclusively through a system of 
State-operated stores and package 
agencies. Sale by drink is pro- 
hibited. 

The act will become effective on 
approval by the Governor and ap- 
pointment of a State Liquor Com- 
mission, expected within a week.

Chief Executive of State to 
Address Joint Meeting 
“So That Nation May 
Know Truth.”

COLUMBUS, O., March 18.—In a 
telegram to Harry L. Hopkins, Fed- 
eral Relief Administrator, Gov. 
Martin L. Davey said today Hop- 
kins had made “a cowardly and 
malicious assault on my integrity” 


and the Governor said he had 
Sworn out a warrant for Hopkins’ 
arrest on a charge of criminal libel. 

The Governor said the warrant 
was sworn out in the Municipal 
Court at Newark, O. 

Returning to Columbus, Davey 
requested a joint session of both 
Houses of the General Assembly at 
8:30 p. m. J. Freer’ Bittinger, 
Speaker of the House, said he 
would arrange the session. 

Special Session Statement. 

The statement from the. Gover- 
nor’s office follows: 

“The situation with reference to 
the Ohio relief program is of such 
high public interest and importance 
that I request a joint session of the 
Legislature at the earliest possible 
time this evening, preferably at 
8:30. 

“I wish to appear at that time to 
address the two houses in joint ses- 
sion in order that Ohio and the na- 
tion may know the truth.” 

A few minutes after Davey swore 
out the warrant he made public his 
telegram to Hopkins, as follows: 

“I realize that you cannot be ex- 
tradited for this offense, but I chal- 
lenge you to come to Ohio, submit 
to arrest, and try this case in open 
court. If you fail or refuse to do 
so, you will be guilty of the lowest 
form of cowardice by hitting below 
the belt and running. You have 
done me a grave and unforgivable 
wrong and if you have any of the 
instincts of manhood you will per- 
mit this wrong to be righted. 

“Please remember that I am still 
in business and that my reputation 
for integrity before the American 
people is priceless in connection 
with this business from which my 
living is made. You insinuated 
some wrongful acts on the part of 
someone connected with the Demo- 
cratic State Committee in Ohio. 
You did not name the person or 
persons, nor do you disclose what 
the alleged acts were. If you have 
evidence of wrongdoing against 
anyone connected with the Demo- 
cratic Committee of the Ohio Re- 
lief setup, you’ will be guilty of 
inexcusable culpability if you fail 
to prosecute to. the limit. What 
right have you to connect my name 
with these alleged wrongful acts 
which you have done by inference 
when your own letter shows that I 
had no connection with these un- 
named sins? 

“Language Is Inadequate.” 

“Your action is despicable in the 
extreme and the English language 
is not adequate to describe your in- 
decent and contemptible tactics. 

“This alleged, but unnamed, 
wrongdoing on the part of someone 
connected with the Democratic 
committee, according to your own 
letter, took place before the inaugu- 
ration, while I was stiJ] a private 
citizen. During that time I was al- 
most never in Columbus. During-the 
period directly referred to, I was in 
Florida with my family seeking 
some much needed rest. 

“I had absolutely nothing to do 
with the inauguration in any detail. 
I have absolutely no knowledge of 
the financial affairs of the State 
committee, nor how the campaign 
deficit or the cost of the inaugura- 
tion were financed, except I was 
told there was a deficit. The money, 
energy and ability of the State com- 
mittee were used for all candidates, 
including the election of a Demo- 
cratic Senator and 18 Democratic 
members of Congress. 

Relief Head Unfriendly. 

“Furthermore, during the period 
to which you refer, the relief pro- 
gram of Ohio was under the control 
of Gen. Henderson, who is unfriend- 
ly to me and the State committee. 
Every official and employe of the 
relief organization in Ohio was ap- 
pointed by him, and I assume, with 
the full approval of your own Fed- 
eral agents in Cdlumbus. Not one of 
them was under the slightest obli- 
gations to anyone except to Gen. 
Henderson and yourself, 

“This same condition existed un- 
til Feb. 1, two weeks after the in-

“On April 6 Ludendorff will be 
70. It is simply unbearable for us 
army men to think that this fa- 
mous man, who during the war 
proved almost a superman for ¢ca- 
pacity to work and for masterly 
strategy, should be forgotten by 
the German people. 

“We think it is high time his 
quarrel with Von Hindenburg and 
Hitler be forgotten. So we devised 
this gesture of reconciliation. We 
have reason to hope the doughty 
old General will seize the olive 
branch and play ball with us in the 
third Reich.” 

All efforts during Von Hinden- 
burg’s lifetime to reconcile the two 
war heroes failed. Ludendorff con- 
sidered it a mistake when Von Hin- 
denburg accepted the presideny of 
the Reich and declined to attend the 
President’s eightieth birthday party. 

The next two weeks undoubtedly

LONDON, March 18. 

HE nations that signed 
T tre Versailles Treaty have 

no moral right to complain 
of Germany’s action since they 
themselves have broken it, Dav- 
id Lloyd George, war-time 
Prime Minister and one of the 
two surviving Britishers who 
affixed his signature to the doc- 
ument, declared today. 

In his’ statement, 
George said: 

“Let us keep our heads... 

“The co-signatories with Ger- 
many to the Versailles Treaty 
are in no position morally to 
enforce those parts of the 
treaty which they themselves 
have flagrantly and defiantly 
broken. 

“As far as Great Britain is 
concerned, the British Govern- 
ment certainly have-no right to 
complain of Germany's gesture 
before the coming conversa- 
tions.

Communication to Berlin 
Declares That Order for 
Conscription ‘‘Is Serious- 
ly Calculated to Increase 
Uneasiness in Europe.”

BERLIN, March 18.—Konstantin 
von Neurath, Germany's Foreign 
Minister, told Sir Eric Phipps, Brit- 
ish Ambassador, tonight, in an- 
swer to the British note, that the 
Germans were ready to discuss ar- 


maments with the British as orig- 
inally planned. 

The British Ambassador talked 
to Von Neurath 15 minutes and, at 


that time, presented the British 
note. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 18.—Great 
Britain tonight informed Germany 
that Reichsfuehrer Hitler's an- 


nouncement of the formation of a 
conscript army was seriously calcu- 
lated to increase the uneasiness of 
Europe. 

The note, delivered in Berlin by 
Sir Eric Phipps, British Ambassa- 
dor, expressed the British Govern- 
ment’s regret at Germany's action. 

The note was conveyed to Kon- 
stantin von Neurath, German For- 
eign Minister, and Sir Eric was 
reported to have received the an- 
swer that Germany desired to go 
ahead with the talks between Hit- 
ler and Sir John Simon, British 


Foreign Secretary, as _ originally 
scheduled. 

In consequence Sir John and 
Capt. Anthony Eden, Lord Privy 
Seal, will leave London Sunday and 
talk to Hitler next Monday and 
Tuesday. Afterward, Capt. Eden 
will continue on to Moscow and 


Warsaw for similar conversations 
with the Russian and Polish Gov- 
ernments. 

Text of Note. 

The text of the British note fol. 
lows: 

His Majesty's Government feels 
bound to convey to the German 
Government their protest against 
the announcement made by the 
latter March 16 of a decision to 
adopt conscription and to increase 
the peace basis of the German 
army to 36 divisions. 

Following upon the announce- 
ment of a German air force, such 
a declaration is a further example 
of unilateral action which, apart 
from the issue of principle, is cal- 
culated seriously to increase the 
uneasiness of Europe. 

The proposals for an Anglo- 
German meeting arose out of the 
terms of the Anglo-French come 
munique of Feb. 3 and the Gere 
man reply of Feb. 14, supplement- 
ed by further communications be 
tween his majesty’s government 
and the German Government. 

His majesty’s government con- 
sidered it necessary to call the 
specific attention of the German 
Government to the effect of those 
documents. 

Basis of Negotiations. 


The London communique of 
Feb. 3, while noting that the 
armaments limited by § treaty 


could not be modified by unilat- 
eral action, declared the British 
and French Governments favored 
a general settlement freely nego- 
tiated between Germany and 
other Powers which would make 
provisions for the organization of 
the security of Europe on the 
lines therein indicated and would 


simultaneously establish an 
agreement about armaments 
which, in the case of Germany, 


would replace the relevant provi- 
sions of Part V of the Treaty of 
Versailles.

Relief Given Minor Place. 

The present sales tax of one-half 
per cent was passed by the 1933-1934 
special session of the Legislature as 
an emergency measure, primarily 
to raise funds for unemployment 
relief. Under the present bill the 
emergency relief requirements be- 
come a minor part of the sales tax 
revenue plan. 

An amendment which would re- 
quire submission of the sales tax 
act to the voters of the State for 
ratification, in a special election, 
will be offered by opponents of the 
bill after the House disposes of the 
fund distribution amendment.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
Senate Judiciary Committee today 
approved the Black 30-hour work- 
ing week bill, but leaders could 
give no idea as to when it might 
be acted on by the Senate.

LIBERTY BONDS IS EXTENDED 


Morgenthau Says They Will Be Ex- 


changed to Lower Interest Se- 
curities Until March 28. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Sec- 
retary Morgenthau announced last 
night that the Treasury’s recent of- 
fer to refund the Fourth Liberty 
444s by exchanging them for bonds 
carrying a lower interest rate would 
be kept open until March 28. 

At the same time he disclosed 
that a total of $1,140,000,000 had 
been turned in for the new issue 
carrying 2% per cent return. 

A total of $1,875,000,000 of the 
Fourth Liberties was called for re- 
demption on April 15, together with 
$528,000,000 of 24% per cent notes 
on March 15. The notes are being 
refunded with a new issue of five- 
year paper, bearing interest at the 
rate of 1% per cent. 

This marks the third time a por- 
tion of the Fourth Liberties have 
been retired in operations which, 
on April 15, will leave about $1,- 
300,000,000 outstanding. They are 
callable on any interest date and 
interest is payable semi-annually, 
on April 15 and on Oct. 15.

The conviction is expressed that 
since the Versailles treaty does not 
provide for punishing the Reich for 
abrogating its military classes or for 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s repeated re- 
fusal to return to the League of 
Nations, military alliances are the 
only possible alternative. 

With the press demanding that 
France revive its “military spirit,” 
Nationalists were prepared to seek 
immediate permanent’ establish- 
ment of two-year conscription by 
law instead of the temporary meas- 
ure planned by the Government.

‘DISCOVER INSULIN, DIES 


Man Who Provided Banting 
With. Laboratory, Assistant 
and Dogs for Experiments, 


Specia! to the Post-Dispatch. 

ABERDEEN, Scotland, March 18, 
—Prof. John James Rickard Mac- 
leod, who sponsored the experi- 
ments in which Sir Frederick 
Banting discovered insulin, died 
Saturday. He was 58 years old. 
Because of his part in the discov- 
ery, Macleod was joint recipient 
with Banting of the Nobel prize in 
medicine in 1923. : 

Macleod was a department head 
at Toronto University when Bant- 
ing, an obscure country doctor, ap- 
proached him in 1921 with an idea 
for a series of experiments on the 
nature, cause and treatment of dia- 
betes. Banting had little money 
and no facilities for the work he 
wanted to do. Indeed, his idea was 
laughed at. But Macleod provided 
him with a small laboratory, an as- 
sistant and a few dogs. Thus Bant- 
ing’s great work was “under the 
direction” of Macleod. 

Insulin is a blood sugar-consum- 
ing hormone secreted by the pan- 
creas. Banting demonstrated its 
existence and finally’ produced it 
in concentrated form from the pan- 
creases of cows, testing and check- 
ing his results, step by step, with 
experiments on dogs. Banting was 
knighted for this research. Care- 
fully controlled dosage with insulin 
now indefinitely prolongs the life 
of diabetics who prior to his dis- 
covery could only look forward to 
slow and agonizing death. 

Prof. Macleod, before he went 
to Toronto, was a teacher at West- 
ern Reserve University at Cleve- 
land, O., from 1903 to 1918.- He 
came to Aberdeen seven years ago 
to take the chair of physiology. 

He was born in Scotland. During 
his life time he wrote several trea- 
tises on physiology and received 
numerous honors from American, 
Canadian and English universities,

Samuel L. Rosen, an organizer 
for the National Association of Sub- 
stitute Postoffice Employes, against 
whom insubordination charges were 
filed recently by F. D. Flora, post- 
office inspector of St. Joseph, Mo., 
has written to Flora, asserting that 
the real issue was organization ac- 
tivities and that the charges could 
be “considered only as an extension 
of the systematic terrorization and 
dismissals occurring in the St. 


Louis postoffice of members of the 


substitutes’ organization.” 

Alleging that “wholesale espion-

Take the breakfast egg, for instance. If every per- 
son in the country ate one egg per day, it has been 
shown, the country’s flocks of hens would have to 
be increased 40 per cent to meet the demand.

Figures prepared by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics and the AAA show what an adequate diet 
for the entire population would mean in terms of 
production. . It would mean an increase of 22 per 
cent in hogs slaughtered, of 36 per cent in poultry, 
of 75 per cent in dairy cattle, of 112 per cent in 
the acreage of fruit and grape crops, of 204 per cent 
in truck crop acreage. 

The shortcomings of the present production-con- 
sumption setup have been summarized as follows by 
|Robert R. Doane, director of research for the Na- 
‘tional Survey of Potential Product Capacity: 

Our so-called “economy of plenty,” with its 
527,000,000 acres and its 6,000,000 farmers, has 
failed (not only in one year but in a five-year 
average test) to meet the adequate food require- 


ments of its people to the astonishing extent of 
nearly 100 billion pounds of foodstuffs. 


The menu envisaged by Mr. Wallace for the $5000- 
'and-up income group is not a luxurious one. It is the 
| liberal diet used in the calculations cited, defined as 
'the menu that sensible people would follow if un- 
| restricted by considerations of cost. It is one of the 
‘cruel paradoxes of the depression that, in so rich a 
land as this, the people as a whole are unable to 
attain this unpretentious dietary standard. Instead, 
we find foodstuffs being curtailed and destroyed to 
combat a spurious “over-production,” until, in Nor- 
man Thomas’ phrase, we have “bread lines knee-deep 


in wheat.” 

It has long been clear that under-consumption and 
not over-production is the condition that handicaps 
recovery. Until purchasing power has been elevated 
so the people may consume the foodstuffs that now 
find no buyers, this state of affairs will continue.

STOP THE CHACO WAR. 

Paraguay rejected the League of Nations’ formula 
for ending the Chaco war, and Geneva promptly de- 
clared her the aggressor. Paraguay thereupon gave 
notice of withdrawal from the League, and the latter 
is now considering plans for drastic action, in addi- 
tion to the lifting of the arms embargo from Bolivia, 
to bring the offending nation into line. 

These are the recent developments in an involved 
matter whose treatment has not aided League pres- 
tige. For one thing, the war had been in progress 
for a year before the League took notice of it. For 
another, Bolivia rejected several peace plans when 
her forces appeared to be winning, and no sanctions 
were applied against her. Nor was a boycott invoked 
against Japan when she was similarly declared an 
aggressor and also quit the League. The origins of 
the Chaco war are so complicated that it does not 
suffice to define as aggressor the nation which, for 
reasons of military policy, opposes a truce. 

It is one of the most senseless and cruel wars on 
record. For almost seven years, these two nations 
have been sending their citizens to die in. swamps 
and jungles, where disease, deadly insects, hunger 
and thirst take more victims than do bullets. The 
objective is a waste district, perhaps valuable for 
oil, but surely not worth the thousands of lives sac- 
rificed there. Both nations are nearing exhaustion, 
though victory now appears to be within Paraguay’s 
dying grasp, against a nation more than three times 
her own population. 

Is an arms embargo, necessarily ineffective, or even 
a general economic boycott, the proper solution? An 
attempt by European Powers to blockade an Ameri- 
can nation would immediately be assailed by up- 
holders of the Monroe Doctrine as a violation of that 


policy. 
The duty of ending the war rests upon the sister | 
republics of the Western Hemisphere. The United | 
States has declined to participate actively in the 
League’s peace efforts, but could properly take prom- 
inent part in a Pan-American move for conciliation.

“Banks That Insure 


Massachusetts life insurance system, handled through mutual savings banks, has 


$103,000,000 worth of policies in force, held by 100,000 persons; in effect since 


1907, plan is now self-sustaining; rates far lower than those of commercial firms, 


supervisors say; Associated Industries backs scheme, and finances solicitation.

ASSACHUSETTS’ unique system of mu- 
Miva Savings banks, doing a life insur- 

ance business under State supervision, 
has grown and prospered in the depression 
years. This year, for the first time since 
the system was born in the fertile brain of 
Louis D. Breéndeis in 1907, the State divi- 
sion which supervises its operations will be 
supported entirely out of assessments upon 
the 23 mutual savings banks, cost the tax- 
payer nothing. f 

Restricted by law to residents of Massa- 
chusetts, these banks now have more than 
$103,000,000 of this insurance in force. held 
by more than 100,000 individuals, increasing 
at an averige rate of $7,000,000 in new in. 
surance written each depression year. For 
the fiscal year just ended, new insurance 
totaled $9,300,000; premiums paid were $4.- 
000,000; number of annuities written reached 
1200, against 500 in the corresponding period 
a year ago. Annuity business has recently 
been growing faster than life insurance 
business. 

The system was started for low-income 
workers whose weekly payment insurance 
under the regular insurance companies fig- 
ured out at what proponents thought was 
too high a rate. 

Fundamental ideas of the plan were: 
(1) to reduce payments by reducing over- 
head, ‘Selling expense, especially agents’ 
commissions; (2) to change the situation 
whereby, under the usual weekly payment 
plan, failure to meet premiums when due 
left the worker with neither protection nor 
equity, unless his policy had been success- 
fully continued for a long number of years: 
(3) to retain in the State the “quick” cap- 
ital represented by premium payments. 

Savings bank life insurance operates on 
rates declared by State supervisory officials 
to be some 26 per cent iess than ordinary 
insurance, 50 per cent cheaper than weeklv- 
premium insurance as issued by the com- 
panies. Lapsed policies run around 21% per 
cent of the number of new policies issued, 
enormously lower than the lapse ratios of 
the regular companies. If six months’ fulj 
premiums have been paid in the banks’ in- 
surance system, a policy cannot be forfeit or 
void, must. be binding for cash surrender 
value of paid-up insurance. 7

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One result of all this is that today wage 
workers are by no means the only takers 
of life insurance policies and annuities. To 
keep risks well diversified, no bank can in- 
sure any one person for more than $1000. 
But one person can place insurance in more 
than one bank. 

Under the statute, the banks’ life insur- 
ance departments must be kept strictly sep- 
arate from their savings departments. Prof- 
its of insurance operations, after expenses, 
reserves and all legal requirements are tak- 
en care of, must be paid back to policy- 
holders as_ dividends. Policies include 
Straight life, limited payment, limited term 
and endowment forms with provision, sub- 
ject to approval of the Commissioner of In- 
surance, for other varieties. 

A State actuary performs for the banks 
the functions which separate actuarial de- 
partments perform for their individual in- 
surance companies. In the early years, the 
banks contributed an annual 4 per cent of 
premium income to a_ general insurance 
guaranty fund—in case the insurance re- 
serve of any bank should become impaired. 
None ever has. 

At the end of about 14 years, the Massa- 
chusetts system had only four banks in the 
System with about $20,000,000 of insurance 
in force. The jump since then to 23 banks 
with more than $100,000,000 in policies has 
been helped by the. active co-operation of 
the Associated Industries of Massachusetts, 
which in 1930 gave the plan unqualified in- 
dorsement and whose members now finance 
a field man to explain savings bank life in- 
Surance to members, The banks themselves 
employ no salesmen. 

Some Massachusetts employers co-operate 
by getting insured workers’ permission to 
deduct fixed sums from wages for weekly 
deposit in the mutual Savings banks. When 
premiums become due, the proper amount 
Is transferred to the Insurance Department, 
the rest helps build up Savings for the 
worker. 

Massachusetts likes the whole idea, but is 
apt to emphasize the point that this is not 
State insurance, but just a system of mutual! 
life insurance carried on under standard 

actuarial conditions by regular mutual sav- 
ings banks.

good. I am starting cff with cream 
of onion soup because I find that 
the one thing I want most when 
I have been on a tasteless diet is 
something with a strong onion fla- 
vor. 

As you know, most onion soup 1s 
made by frying the onions first 
in butter. That increases their 
calorie content too much for the 
woman who is reducing, so we stew 
them instead. Therefore, take a 
small onion, slice it raw and stew 
it in enough water to make a cup- 
ful when done. Add a bouillon cube 
and half a cup of skim milk. You 
have a delicious soup. 

Butter is the one thing most 
missed on a reduction diet. And it 
certainly is dull to eat bread with 
nothing on it, but you can have 
butter in decent quantities if you 
will make for yourself what we 
call “stretched” butter. To make 
this cut up a pound of butter into 
small pieces, put it into a bow! 
and let it soften, but not melt. Add 
a heaping teaspoon cf salt, a sixth 
of a teaspoon of butter color, add 
a large cup of water with a table 
spoon full of evaporated milk, or 
else a large cup cf skim milk. Mix 
it slowly, using a large rotary egz 
beater. 

After a little the butter will ab- 
sorb all the liquid: As soon as this 
happens put it into one of those ob- 
long glass butter moulds and let 1t 
harden. When removed it can be 
sliced like ordinary butter, and as 
it is thinner ir quality it spreads 
more easily, so that a little bit 
goes a long way. The caloric value 
of half an ounce of ordinary but- 
ter is 100, and that is not a larze 
helping. The food value of a piece 
of stretched butter one inch square 
by half an inch thick is 40 calories.
